DISCUSSIONS IN NORTH KOREA: 


The invitation to visit Pyongyang, North Korea, came from 
Korean comrades during the period the Soviet delegation was in Hanoi, 
The discussion with North. Korean leaders was devoted to the problems 
of the development of Soviet—Korean relations and the strengthening of 
the unity of the world communist movement, The Soviets expressed their 
willingness to expand economic cooperation with the North Korean Govern- 
ment in order to fortify the defense of North Korea, and Noxth Korean 
leadership agreed to accept this offer. 


‘The North Korean leaders expressed their positive attitude to 
the recent change in leadership within the Soviet Union and listened 
attentively to the Soviets' explanations regarding the need to convene 
the 3/1/65 preparatory committee meeting in Moscow to prepare for a 
world méeting of all fraternal parties, However, the North Korean 
Leaders pointed out that it would be difficult to induce ‘the 
North Vietnamese comrades to participate in the preparatory meeting if 
the Chinese comrades do not attend. Nevertheless, the North Korean 
leaders promised not to write anything critical in regard to the 
preparatory meeting,
